The 
many  diverse  segments  of  our  education  community  in  Mon- 
tana came  together  for  the  first  time,  and  were  able  to 
speak  largely  with  one  voice  as  to  what  should  be  con- 
tained in  any  equalization  legislation.

NASA's  NAME  THE 
ORBITER  CONTEST 

The  entries  selected  to  represent  Montana  in  the 
national  competition  for  NASA's  "Name  the  Orbiter  Pro- 
gram" were  announced  March  24, 1989.

"Resolution"  by  students  of  Russell  Elementary 
School,  Missoula

"Phoenix"  by  students  of  Helena  High  School, 
Helena 

Shjdcnts  from  Joan  Kuchel's  fifth-grade  class  chose 
"Resolution"  after  a  ship  navigated  by  Captain  James 
Cook  in  the  18th  century.  Cook's  explorations  included 
the  northwest  coast  of  America  and  waters  near 
Antarctica,  New  Zealand  and  Australia.  He  discovered 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  named  several  islands  off 
Alaska.  Russell  pupils  won  with  their  computer- 
generated  newspaper,  complete  with  stories  about  the 
space  program.  Cook,  cartoons,  puzzles  and  more. 

As  part  of  a  physics  class  taught  by  Paul  Dorrance, 
seven  students  chose  the  name  "Phoenix."  Tlie  Phoenix  is 
a  legendary  bird  that,  after  a  fiery  death,  rose  again 
from  its  own  ashes.  Following  NASA  tradition,  the  name 
had  to  be  derived  from  historic  seafaring  vessels.  In  1809, 
the  "Phoenix"  became  the  first  seagoing  steam-powered 
vessel  when  Moses  Rogers  sailed  it  on  a  journey  off  the 
east  coast.  The  students  designed  a  12-part  history  and 
science  curriculum,  for  kindergarten  through  high  school, 
based  on  the  name.  Courses  include  the  mythology  and 
symbolism  of  birds,  exploration  during  the  time  of  the 
steamship  "Phoenix"  and  the  fuUire  of  space  exploration.

INTO  THE  21ST  CENTURY 

The  Association  of  State  Supervisors  of  Mathematics 
has  been  awarded  by  the  National  Science  Foundation  a 
grant  entitled  "Leading  Mathematics  Education  into  the 
21st  Century:  Implementing  the  NCTM  Curriculum 
Standards  and  the  MSEB  Curriculum  Framework."
